Government have examined the request of the Sanghom . Under 
General rule 13A as it stood prior to and after its amendment in 
G. O. ( P ) 208 /74 /PD dated 21-8-1974 , temporary exemption for a 
specified period is available to all persons in service (including 
members of Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes) when a special or 
departmental test is newly prescribed . The general principle is that a 
person who is temporarily promoted by virtue of temporary exemption 
from passing the prescribed tests, is to be given regular appointment 
with effect from the date of such first promotion if he acquires the 
test qualification within the period of temporary exemption. Govern 
ment are pleased to clarify that the above principle will apply in 
regularisirg the temporary promotions given to ar y person ( including 
members of the Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes) by virtue of 
temporary exemption from passing Departmental tests under General 
rule 13A or any other rule or order.

THE LABOUR PROVIDENT FUND LAWS (AMENDMENT) 

ACT, 1976 
(Act 99 of 1976) 


further to amend the Coal Mines Provident Fund, Family Pension and Bonus Schemes 

Act, 1948, the Employces Provident Funds and Family Pension Fund Act, 
1952, the Wealth - tax Act, 1957 and the Income tax Act, 1961, 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Tweaty -seventh Year of the Re 
public of India as follows: 


CHAPTER I 


PRELIMINARY 


1. Short title and commencement .- (1) This Act may be called the Labour 
Provident Fund Laws (Amendment) Act, 1976 . 

(2) . The provisions of sections 30 and 31 shall come into force at once 
and the remaining provisions of this Act shall be deemed to have come into 
force on the 1st day ofAugust, 1976 .

CHAPTER II 
AMENDMENT OF THE COAL MINES PROVIDENT FUND, FAMILY PENSION 

AND BONUS SCHEMES ACT, 1948 
2. Amendment of long title . - In the long title to the Coal Mines Provident 
Fund, Family Pension and Bonus Schemes Act, 1948 (46 of 1948 ) (herein 
after referred to as the Coal Mines Provident Fund Act), after the words 
“ Family Pension Scheme" , the words " , a Deposit-linked Insurance 
Scheme" shall be inserted . 

3. Amendment of section 1. - For sub -section (1) of section 1. of the Coal 
Mines Provident Fund Act, the following subsection shall be substituted , 
namely:-- 

" ( 1) This Act may be called the Coal Mines Provident Fund and 
Miscellaneous Provisions Act , 1948." . 

4. Amendment of section 2. - In section 2 of the Coal Mines Provident 
Fund Act, 

(i) in clause (c), the words " or the contribution payable in respect 
ot an employee to whom the Insurance Scheme applies " shall be inserted at 
the end; 

( ii ) after clause (f) , the following clauses shall be inserted , namely : 

"(fa) “ Insurance Fund” means the Deposit- linked Insurance Fund 
established under sub -section (2 ) of section 3G ; 

(fb) " Insurance Scheme" means the Coal Mines Deposit-linked 
Insurance Scheme framed under sub- section (1) of section 8G ; ;, 

(iii) clause (ff) shall be re- lettered as clause (fc). 
5. Amendmentof section 3A . - In section 3A of the Coal Mines Provident 
Fund Act, 

(a ) in sub-section (3), after the word , figure and letter " section 
3E " , the words, figure and letter " and section 3G " shall be inserted; 

(b ) in sub - section (4), for the words " and the CoalMines Family 
Pension Scheme" , the words " , the Coal Mines Family Pension Scheme 

and the Insurance Scheme" shall be substituted . 
6. Amendment of section 3C . - In sub -section ( 3) of section 3C of the Coal 
Mines Provident Fund Act, for the words " and the Coal Mines Family 
Pension Scheme" , the words , the Coal Mines Family Pension Scheme and 
the Insurance Scheme" shall be substituted . 

7. Insertion of new section 3G . - After section 3F of the Coal Mines 
Provident Fund Act, the following section shall be inserted , namely : 

3G . Coal Mines Deposi: -linked Insurance Scheme.- (1) The Central 
Government may, by notification in the Official Gazette, frame a 
scheme to be called the Coal Mines Deposit-linked Insurance Scheme 
for the purpose of providing life insurance benefits to such employees ag 
are covered by the Coal Mines Provident Fund Scheme. 


(2 ). There shall be established , as soon as may be after the framing 
of the Insurance Scheme, a Deposit-linked Insurance Fund into which 
shall be paid by the employer from time to time in respect of every such 
employee, in relation to whom he is the employer, such amount, not 
being more than one per cent of the aggregate of the basic wages, dear 
ness allowance and retaining allowance (if any) for the time being pay 
able in relation to such ernployee, as the Central Government may, by 
notification in the OfficialGazette , specify: 

Explanation .-- For the purposes of this sub- section , 

(a ) the expression " basic wages" has the meaning assigned to it 
in the Employees Provident Funds and Miscellancous Provisions Act. 
1952 (19 of 1952) ; 

(b ) " dearness allowance " means all cash payments, by whatever 
name called , paid to an employee on account of a rise in the cost of 
living and shall be deemed to include also the cash value of any food 
concession allowed to the employee; 

(c). " retaining allowance” means an allowance payable for the 
time being to an employee of any coalmine during any period in which 
the coal mine is not working , for retaining his services. 

(3 ) The Central Government shall , after due appropriation made 
by Parliament by law , contribute to the Insurance Fund in relation to 
each employee covered by the CoalMines Provident Fund Scheme, an 
amount representing one-half of the contribution which an employer is 
required , by subsection (2), to make.. 

(4) (a ) The employer shall pay into the Insurance Fund such 
further sums of money, not exceeding one-fourth of the contribution 
which he is required make under sub- section (2), as the Central 
Governmentmay, from time to time, determine, to meet all the expenses 
in connection with the administration of the Insurance Scheme other 
than the expenses towards the cost of any benefits provided by or under 
that scheme. 

(b ) The Central Government shall, after due appropriation made 
by Parliament by law , pay into the Insurance Fund such further sums of 
money representing one-half of the sums payable by the employer under 
clause (a), to meet all the expenses in connection with the 
administration of the Insurance Scheme other than the expenses 
towards the cost of any b nefits provided by cr under that c eme. 

( 5 ) The Insurance Fund shall vest in the Bard and shall be 
administered by the Bjard ia such man..cr asmay be specilied in the 
Insurance Scheme. 

(6 ) Any scheme frarned under the provisions of sub - section (1) 
may provide for all or any of the matters specified in the Tid 
Schedule , . 


. 


8. Amendment of section 5.- In subsection ( 2) of section 5 of the Coa ! 
Mines Provident Fund Act, for the words Third Schedule" , the words 
“ Fourth Schedule " shall be substituted . 

9. Amendmentof section 7. - In section 7 of the Coal Mines Provident 
Fund Act, after the words " amend or vary " , thewords " either prospectively 
or retrospectively " shall be inserted . 

10. Amendment of section 74. - In section 7A of the Coal Mines Provident 
Fund Act, for the words two successive scesions, and if, before the expiry of 
the session in which it is so laid or the session immediately following" , the 
words " two or more successive sessions, and if before the expiry of the 
session immediately following the session or the successive sessions aforesaid" 
shall be substituted . 

11. Amendment of section 8. - In subsection ( 3 ) of section 8 of the Coal 
Mines Provident Fund Act , after the words “ Coal Mines Family Pension 
Scheme" , the words and also in relation to any amount payable under 
the Insurance Scheme" shall be inserted . 

12. Amendment of section 10. - In subsection ( 1) ofsection 10 of the Coal 
Mines Provident Fund Act , after the words Coal Mines Provident Fund 
Scheme" , the words or the Insurance Scheme" shall be inserted . 

13. Amendment of section 10E . - In subsection ( 1) of section 10E of the 
Coal Mines Provident Fund Act, for the words and brackets " The amount 
of contribution ( that is to say the employer s contribution as well as the 
employee s contribution )" , the words and brackets " The amount of contri 
bution ( that is to say the employer s contribution as well as the employee s 
contribution in pursuance of the Coal Mincs Provident Fund Scheme and 
the employer s contribution in pursuance of the Insurance Scheme)" shall be 
substituted . 

14. Insertion of new sections 11 C and 11D . - After section 11B of the 
Coal Mines Provident Fund Act, the following sections shall be inserted , 
namely : 

110. Power to exempl - .(1) . The Central Governinentmay if request. 
ed so to do by the employer , by notification in the OfficialGazette, and 
subject to such conditions asmay be specified in the notification , exempt 
any coal mine from the operation of all or any of the provisions of the 
Insurance Scheme, if it is satisfied that the employees of such coalmine 
are, withoutmaking any separate contribution or payment of premium , 
in enjoyment of benefits in the nature of life insurance, whether linked 
to their deposits in provident fund or not, and such benefits are more 
favourable to such employees than the benefits admissible under the 
Insurance Scheme. 

(2 ) Without prejudice to the provisions of subsection (1 ), the 
Insurance Schememay provide for the exemption ofany person or class 
of persons employed in any coal minc and covered by that scheme from 


such 


the operation of all or any of the provisions thereof , if the benefits in the 
nature of life insurance admissible to such person or class of persons are 
more favourable than the benefits provided under the Insurance Scheme. 

(3), Where, in respect of any person or class of persons employed in 
any coal inine , an exemption is granted under this section from the 
operation of all or any of the provisions of the Insurance Scheme 
(whether such exemption is granted to the coal mine wherein such person 
or class of persons is employed or to the person or class of persons 
as such ), the employer in relation to such coal minc 

(a ) shall, in relation to the benefits in the nature of life insurance, 
to which anysuch person or class of persons is entitled , or any insurance 
fund , maintain such accounts, submit such returns, make 
investment, provide for such facilities for inspection and pay such 
inspection charge , as the Central Government may direct; 

(b ) shall not, at any timeafter the exemption , without the leave of 
the CentralGwernment, reduce the total quantum of benefits in the nature 
of life insurance to which any such person or class of persons was entitled 
immediately before the date of the exemption ; and 

(c ) shall, where any such per on leaves his employment and obtains 
re -employment in any other coal mine , transfer within such time as may be 
specified in this behalf by the CentralGovernment, the amount of accumul 
ations to the credit of that person in the insurance fund of the coal mine left 
by him to the credit of that person s account in the insurance fun of the 
chal mine in which he is re - employed or , as the case may be, in the 
Deposit- linked Insurance Fund . 

Explanation . For the purposes of this subsection “ insurance fund ” 
means any fund established by an employer under any scheme for providing 
benefits in the nature of life insurance to employees , whether linked to their 
deposits in provident fund or not, without payment by the employees of any 
separate contribution or premium in that behalf. 

(4 ). Any exemption granted under this section may be cancelled by the 
authority which gran ed it, by order in writing, if an employer fails to 
comply 

(a ) in the case of an exemption granted under that subsection (1 ), 
with any of the conditions imposed under that subsection or with any of 
the provisions of subsection (3 ) ; 

(b ) in the case of an ex -mption granted under subsection (2 ), with 
any of the provisions of subsection (3 ). 

(5) Where any exemption granted under subsection (1) or sub 
section (2 ) is cancelled , the amount of accumula ions to the credit of every 
employee to whom such exemption applied , in the insurance lund of the coal 
mine in which he is employed shall be transferred within such time and in 
such manner as may be specified in the Insurance Scheme to the credit of 
his account in the Insurance Fund.

The provisions of this Act shall have effect notwithstanding anything incon 
sistent therewith contained in the Life Insurance Corporation Act, 1956. .

Fund would be a transaction in movable property within the 
meaning of this sub-regulation if the monthly annual subscription 
to the Chit Fund exceeds the monetary Jimit laid down in this 
sub- regulation . Previous sanction is necessary for joining Chit 
Funds only if the Chit Fund is not a registered Fund 
Company. Receiving the amount from the Chit Furd at the 
time of maturity would also amount to transaction in movable 

property within the meaning of this sub-regulation .
